Proposals

WASHINGTON (AP)— Secre- 


tary of Agriculture Orville L. 
Freeman has received conflict- 
ing recommendations from two 
national farm organizations on 
the level of price supports for 
the 1964 soybean crop. Soybeans 
have become one of the top in- 
come-makers for farmers. 


The American Farm Bureau 


Federation has written Free- 
man urging a reduction in sup- 
ports from the 1963 crop level 
of $2.25 a bushel. But the Na- 
tional Farms Union also has 
written the secretary asking 
that he raise the supports to 
$2.50, 
effective 
immediately, 


which means for 1963 crop soy- 
beans still in farmers' hands. 


Since Freeman took over in 


1961, he has raised the supports 
from $1.85 to the present level 
In most of the recent years, pro- 
ducer prices have 
averaged 


above the support levels, re- 
flecting an expanding domestic 
and export demand. 


The secretary is expected to 


make a decision soon. 


The Farm Bureau said thai 


the soybean market had proven 
its ability to raise producer 
prices above supports whenevei 
demand and supply conditions 
warranted. 


It added, however, that recen 


developments in the industry in 
dicate that it would not be in 
the interest of producers to in 
crease supports this year. I 
said increased stocks of soybeai 
oil have operated to reduce pro 
cessor margins, with the resul 
that some crushing mills are 
closing down or reducing then 
operations.

$250,000 in bonds in Mississippi 
alone."

Saturday, then to Louisiana. 


Lewis said he believes the 


majority of Negroes will vote 
for President Johnson against 
any Republican candidate this 
year, but that majority will be 
greater if Sen. Barry Goldwater 
of Arzona is the GOP nominee 


Johnson is "emotionally com-

Lewis said, "And in this case 
political realism and emotiona 
commitment coincide."

Castro's action deprived.' him 


of $14,000 a month under a'con- 
tract for the water. The speed 
with which he had been cashing 
this regular 
American check 


testified to the pinch caused by 
the shortage of U.S. currency. 


It appears that the Americans 


are not going to use Castro's 
water again even if it should be 
offered. The plan is to make the 
base completely self-sufficient. 


Millions of gallons of water 


had been stored at Guantanamo 
for just such an emergency. The 
American community of 10,000 
persons, including 2,500 women 
and 
children, 
was 
prepared 


when Castro cut the pipeline 
from the Yateras River 
five 


miles away. 


More than a week's supply 


was on hand when the water 
was cut off and more water is 
on the way from Jamaica and 
the United States.

Outflow Halt 
Tlakes Steam 
Off Interest

'NEW YORK (AP) -Success 


in- slowing-the outflow of dollars 
to other lands is taking some of 
;he steam but of -the pressure 
wilding up for higher interest 
rates. These are regarded as a 
3rime weapon in halting the 
drain on dollars and gold. 


But some bankers say tighter 


money is sure to come anyway, 
even if the international prob- 
lem eases. Others took for the 
official money managers to try 
to hold down the rate of expan- 
sion in the money supply later 
this year. This is sure to be 
fought by many in and out of 
government. 


Involved are the two goals, 


often seemingly at odds—Saving 
the U.S. gold reserves and spur- 
ring the domestic economy to 
make more jobs. 


Lining up in both government 


and: banking circles are the ad- 
vocates of easier money to fin- 
ance a boom and on the other 
side those 
who think credit 


should be tightened to forestall 
inflation. 


Some say that 1964 will see 


the fight against the deficit in 
U.S. payments with the rest of 
the world working even more at 
cross purposes, with the eco- 
nomic, boost expected 
from, a 


federal income tax cut. 


This would complicate 
the 


easy money debate. The official 
view, however, is that a boom- 
ing economy 'here will attract 
foreign dollars and solve the 
gold problem — and hopefully 
furnish the needed jobs. 


Interest'rates were pushed up 


on short-term loans when so 
many 
dollars 
were 
going 


abroad 
to take advantage of 


higher yields there that the pay- 
ments deficit was soaring and 
foreigners were using surplus 
dollars to buy U.S. gold. Higher 
rates here kept many of these 
dollars at home, and the gold 
loss slowed to a'trickle. 


In the last six months the 


balance of payments 
problem 


has eased notably. The deficit 
comes from foreigners spend- 
ing less on American goods and 
for investment here than this 
government 
and private con- 


cerns spend abroad for imports, 
loans, grants, investment. 


At mid-1963 the deficit had 


mounted to a $5-billion annual 
rate. At the end of the year it 
had fallen to an annual rate of 


$1.5 billion. For the year as a 
whole the official deficit is pur. 
at $3 billion. But Washington is 
Inking heart chiefly from the 
sharp drop in the final months. 


Emphasis thus has been shift- 


ing to the possibility of tighten- 
ing credit at home to forestall 
an 
inflationary 
boom rather 


than to preserve the gold at Ft. 
Knox.

actually in circulation plus the 
total of demand deposits. An in- 
creasing money supply finances 
both consumer purchases and 
business investment — that is, 
the growth of the economy.
